Large fields and close finishes were the order 
at Harlem yesterday. It seemed that almost 
overj horse in the vicinity was entered, and the 
card was an extraordinarily big one. So was the 
crowd that was on hand. 

The fifth and sixth events both furnish ed hair- 
raising contests, and so great was the excite- 
ment caused by these two events that a majority 
of the crowd forgot to fl ock to the early return- 
ing trains. The consequence was that the later 
trains were packed to the guards . 

Tb, fifth race was at a mile and nine started. 
Mistral II., with “Monk” Overton up, was the 
natural favorite but recoded in the betting from 
« to 5 back to 13 to 5. This caused the betting 
public to bojonao suspicious and kept a great 
many who thought the horse was a cinch from 
betting on him. However, Mistral II. was fit 
and trying, and so was Overton, and the latter 
rode one of those finishes he used to ride in 
days gone by when few if any jockeys in the 
country could outride him. 

Mistral II. met with bad luck on the first 
turn being carried very wide, in fact almost to 
the outside fence, by Latch Key. Conseqnenlly 
when the field got straightened out down the 
backstretch Mistral II. was last and appeared 
to be hopelessly baaten. Overton, however, 
never gave up and going to the outside where he 
could not get shut t ff he set sail for the lead- 
«rs. The horse proved game and when the 
stretch was reached he was within str.king 
distance. At this point Overton drew his whip 
and by the hardest kind of driving managed to 
get up in time to win from Fonclif and Three 
Bars. It was a strong bit of riding on Over- 1 
ton’s part and a game performance f or the 
horse. Both were warmly received when they 
came back to the stand after the race. 

The struggle in the sixth race between the 
two fillies, Merito and San Cecelia, was a grand 
one. This pair hooked up at the eighth poet 
and from there to the wire struggled like fiends 
to get ahead of one another. They had a nod- 
ding finish and when the wira was reached it 
happened to be Merito’s turn to be in front and 
she got the verdict. Merito was the favorite 
and she was heavily backed at about even 
money, so her victory was an extremely popu- 
lar one. She is undoubtedly as game as a pebble, 
otherwise she could never have won, Mathews 
got her off in a tangle and had all sorts of bad 
racing luck early. 

Jenkins, who rode San Cecelia handled her 
with skill and redeemed himself for the bad 
ride ho put up on Cherry Lf af Thursday . 

Twenty of the cheapest maidens in training 
made up the field in the first race and they 
certainly kicked up a lot of dust. After it had 
cleared away and the numbers were hung out 
Grey John was no longer a maiden. He was 
fortunate in getting away anu not being inter- 
fered with and after staving off Princess Mur- 
phy’s rush, won by an open length. 

Nullah, on account of the route being five 
furlongs, had very few friends in the second 
race but those that stuck to her were well re- 
warded for she won handsomely at 4i to 1. 

Canace was a warm choice at 6 to 5 for the 
third ract, but whatever chance she had of 
winning was mined by either the miserable in- 
structions Beauchamp got, or by his own lack 

of judgment. The filly, in all of her best races, 
has come from behind, but for some unknown 

reason Beauchamp rushed her out to the front 

as soon as possible and wore her out in pace- 
making. Racivan won the race in a mild drive 
from Aureole a 80 to 1 chance. 

Algareta, who was a crackajack as a two- 
year-old, has evidently regained a touch of her 



years, but iu the fourth race she was backed 
from 2 to 1 down to 8 to 5 and beat a fast lot, 
inclnding Flora Louise, rather handily, 

“Big Bill” Lange was a visitor at the track 
and jndging from the way he rooted for almost 
every winner he must have had a good day.

This is a very neat sum to be picked up 
in the course of four days and will be worth tbe 
attention of owners who cannot find races here 
at that time with conditions to suit their 
horses. 

Tbe Saratoga Stewards will not permit R - 
Williams or O’Connor to ride there until after, 
the close of the meeting at Brighton Beach, 
where both jockeys have been snspended for 
tbe meeting. This is as it should be. A jockey 
suspended here can go to St. Louis and ride 
during his suspension and vice versa. This is 
as it should not be. 

Want of condition is responsible in many case 
for tbe so-called quitting propensity. The beats 
horse in tbe world cannot race gamely and soc- 
cessfnlly unless properly conditioned. A man 
who is a good conditioner and who knows when 
hU horses are fit to race is one of tbe most val 
uable acquisitions that a racing stable can have 
The jostling and crowding seen in nearly all 
our races has more to do with in-and-out per- 
formances than any other cause. One day a 
horse is bumped a deznn times, and pocketed 
as often, finishing nowhere. The next be has 
clear sailing and wins like a wild horse. Re- 
sult, dissatisfaction and scandal unending. 

Bad actors are being disciplined at Brighton 
Beach, and the list of these debarred from en- 
tering until properly schooled at the starting 
barrier now includes Timely, Maurice, Mar- 
shall, Twinkler, The Burlington Route and 
Tinge. 

Can any official of our racetracks tell off- 
hand what horses always wear blinkers, which 
run their best races without spur or without 
whip? Do they always know when a change is 
made? If net, why not? It is their bnsiness 
to know.— The Horse Fancier,

CHANGES IN THE RULES. 

As compared with 1898, the American Turf 
Congress Racing Rules for 1899 show a great 
many changes, some very important, others only 
matters of editorial rearrangement. 

In line eight of rule 12 the word “course” is 
stricken out. 

In Une four of the second paragraph of mle 19 
the word “Association” is stricken out. 

In lino three of rule 26 the words “Any Mem- 
ber” is substituted for “Association,” and the 
rule is amended by adding “unless with written 
consent of the official or association from whose 
decision the appeal is made.” 

Rule 30 was amended by adding “And any 
maiden which has been disqualified after having 
finished first, is stiU a maiden, although bets 
may have been paid on it as the winner.” 

Rule 31 was amended by inserting the word 
“involving” before “admission” in Une two. 

Part of paragraph three of rule 98 was made 
rule 94 which reads as foUows : “Declarations 
in sweepstakes shaU be made in the same man- 
ner as is provided for making entries therein to 
the Secretag, who shall record the day and 
hour of its eceipt, and give early pubUcity 
thereto.” 

The remaining paragraphs of rule 98 were 
made rule 95, the words “purse races” being 
stricken from the paragraph governing the 
division of declaration fees between the second 
and third horses. 

Rule 99 was made rule 96 and amended by 
substituting “Member of the Congress” for 
“Association” and adding, “Any Secretag who 
shaU fail to enforce this rule shaU be fined one 
hundred dollars.” 

Rule 100 was made rule 97. 

Rule 101 was made rule 98 and amended by 
inserting “or other arrears” after “order” in 
Une one, and by inserting “its coUection shall 
no longer be enforceable” in Une three, and 
amended by inserting the words “to a purse 
that is run off” before the words “shaU not” in 
Une four. 

Rule 86 was made rule 68. 

Rule 96 was made rule 69 and amended by 
adding “but when from any cause a race is not 
run aU stake, declaration or entrance money, if 
any paid, shaU be returned.” 

Rule 52 was amended so as to read “A seUing 
race is one in which eveg horse entered ’to be 
sold,’ if a loser, may be claimed and if the win- 
ner, must be offered for sale at public auction.” 
Rule 54 was amended to read “Owner includes 
part owner, but an fbterest in the winnings only 
of a horse shaU not constitute owpership,”
